, In order to estimate the loss in pres- 
'.sure coming through such a system of 
piping, , it is necessary to make, some 
kind of a supposition concerning the 
amount . of water that is being taken 
•from the pipes under the proposed con- 
/:ditions.- If, for instance, at the- time 
'of a fire, there was no stream playing 
Jupon the fire and no water was being 
,taken from "the system, at any other 
"{'point, a certain pressure would exist 
;in the pipe at the point' of delivery. 
•If, however, there were at the' same 
lime four, ten or twenty streams in 
fuse the pressure at the pipe would be 
iess. We should estimate the' loss in 
•pressure in this system by supposing 
such a condition prevailed as might 
-fairly be • presumed to. exist when the 
:aity would, have need. , of the water 
for fire purposes. It, is assumed that 
the nozzle in use for fire purposes' is 
1 1-8 inches in 'diameter. Such a noz- 
zle would deliver nearly as much water 
as twenty garden hoses of the kind 
now in use all over the city. , It would 
be only fair to infer that at the time 
.of .the fire. many of these garden. hoses 
!'xviir be ' in. "use and:, the . system ' must 
sustain, not only the drain necessitated 
by the fire, taut that of, perhaps sev- 
eral hundred of these smaller streams. 
If five fire streams were running at 
the same time but no other water was 
being taken from the system the pres-

fire department that it is very seldom 
-that .they are able to attack a fire using 
less than 300 or more than 600 feet of 
hose.

: STILL IN THE SADDLE 


T 


HE trusts are still In the. saddle.. The anthracite coal 


trust -Is advancing the. price of coal again, though it 


fs! reported to have mined and stored some millions of tons 
more than can be sold this year, and yet this trust has 
such, a monopoly that It can put up prices .as it pleases. 
The meat trust also flies notice that it intends to raise .the 
price of its products to a level more in/accord with the 
times and permisive of the garnering of larger profits. 
Congress, last winter, when the coal trust was a live is- 
sue, appropriated a special fund of $500,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Justice to use to prosepute trusts. Congress also 
provided for a number of assistant attorneys general to 
prepare cases .a gainst the trusts. Many months have 


- elapsed since this money and those attorneys were placed 
at the disposal of the administration, but no action has 
'been begun. There is on file wiith the -attorney general 
more than one case against the trusts, prepared by. pri- 
vate enterprise, such as the case against the coal trust 
prepared by Mr. Hearst, and the case against the tobacco 
trust has been on file for over two years, but, it has reposed 
in a pigeon hole in the department, and -even the extra 
money and the extra help have been" unable to drag it in- 
to court. 


' There seems to be nothing that 'can stop this insatiable 


greed of bloated trusts except business depression. That 
with 'its resultant reduction in the people's purchasing 
power, wlil prove the only effective means to bring. trust 
prices down again to a. .reasonable limit so..long as ths 
Republican party -remains in the saddle. So far a» legis- 
latures arid courts are concerned, they are, 'apparently, 
unable or unwilling to do anything to protect the consum- 
ers. 
Anti-trust laws passed by the law-givers are, as a 


rule, promptly and neatly knocked out by the judges, -who 
seem to be exceedingly anxioxis to protect what they con- 


' slider the constitutional rights of corporations. • "VVe never 
hear of the constitutional rights of an individual.

numerable.
